It will be a magnificent and costly 


frame dwelliug which Mr. W. .1. Quintan, 
ot the cheek-rower firm of Chambers, 
Bering & Quintan, will erect during the 
coining season on the south half of College 
Hill, more familiarly known as the 
Mound. In all its modern appointments 
it will be a model of convenience, and iu 
appearance it will be a combination of 
Eastlake and other styles of architec- 
ture. It will cover 58 by 60 feet of 
ground, and will be three stories high, in- 
cluding the attic, and will have a splen- 
didly arranged basenjent. The main en- 
trance will be from the east side, double 
doors opening into a spacious vestibule 
and leading into the ball, 10x22 feet in 
size. South of the hall on the first floor, 
on the bontheast corner, is the parlor, 10 
by 21 feet, with a bay window looking 
south; aud opposite, on the west, is the 
sitting room, 15x20 feet. North of the 
hall, iu the northeast corner of the 
dwelling, is the library, 12 feet C inches 
by 18 feet. West of the library is a small 
hall, and east of it are numerous pan- 
tries, closets, cupboards, and recesses of 
various descriptions, and in the north- 
west corner is the kitchen, 15x10 feet. Be- 
tween the kitchen and the sitting room.at 
the west end ot the main hall, is the din- 
ing room, 16x23 feet, with a bay window 
at the west side. A handsome veranda, 
S feet wide, extends from the east entrance 
south fo the comer and west on the south 
side beyond the plate-glass window en- 
trance to the sitting room. The ascent 
to the second floor is made by means of 
an elbow stairway from the north side of 
the main hall. The family chamber is 
directly over the parlor, and is 10x22 feet 
in size. There are five oihcr large cham- 
bers ou this lloor, including the servants' 
room over the kitchen. One 15 feet 8 
inches by 16 feet 2 inches; another, 16x17; 
another, 12x15 feet 3 inches, and the 
fourth, over the library, 1-lxlG feet, 
with

window

is a 
pretty balcony, 


with entrance from the attic. On the sec- 
ond floor is a linen loom, 11x12 feet, and 
closets, wardrobes, bath rooms, and other 
conveniences in great number. The attic 
is nicely planned, the several rooms being 
divided and arranged for the use of the 
family. The basement is a net-work of 
rooms, pipes, etc. It has a vegetable 
room with concrete floor, 16x21 feet; a 
milk room with concrete floor, 15x16 feet 
2 inches; a store room with concrete floor, 
17 feet 3 inches by 17 feet 10 inches; a 
laundry with wooden floor, 16x22 feet 4 
inches, and two boiler rooms, besides a 
number ot bins. The building will be 
heated by steam, and registers will be 
placed in every room. The pipes in the 
basement, connecting with the watej pipes 
in the rooms above, will empty into a 
large cistern at the southwest corner of 
the building. 


There is a small veranda on the north 


side of the house, leading to the north 
entrance, and there is an entrance to tho 
kitchen from the west side. The roof is 
sleep, but graceful in its sweep. 


The above is a summary of the plans of 


the new structure. They were drawn by 
Treat & Foltz, of Chicago. The contract 
for putting up the dwelling has been let 
to Mr. Conrad Krentler, who built the A. 
T. Hill, John K. Warren, and Mrs. A, A. 
Powers residences.

On Wednesday and Thursday of thin 


week Coinmirisioncis D. A. Mnflit, Charles 
M. Caldwell and Thomas L. Antrim, ac- 
companied by George V. Loriug and C. 
A. Tuttle, visited and carefully exam- 
ined each of the county bridges which 
span tho Hangamon river and Stevens 
creek. The inspection was made with a 
view oE making a reliable report to the 
supervisors who will meet in regular 
session next Tuesday. It is the opinion 
of tho commissions that the spans of thu 
bridges and tho grades should be raised 
at least two feet and a half in each case, 
so that there will be no danger of de- 
struction by floods in the future.

The Forty-seventh Congress of 


the United States came to an end at 
noon on yesterday, and, Sunday 
though it was, business was trans- 
acted in both houses until the hour 
of adjournment. 
All night sessions 


were held by both houses, and all 
the appropriation bills were passed, 
so that there will be no necessity for 
a called session of the Forty-eighth 
Congress. 


ALEXANDER H. STEPHENS was a di- 


minutive man physically, weighing 
less than 100, and the lower portion 
of his spare body had been the same 
as dead, from paralysis, for twenty 
years, but even in this condition he 
has performed an enormous amount 
of labor. His mind has ever been 
vigorous, although his body was frail.

He was a vigorous leader of the new 
thought o( the Sonth, and the most 
influential citizen of that section. 


The Tariff Bill. 


The new tariff bill, which has been 


the subject of a most protracted and 
acrimonious debate in Congress for 
many weeks, passed the House on 
Saturday, evening by a vote of 152 
yeas to 110 nays, having passed the 
Senate the day previous by 32 to 31, 
tind was signed by the President at 
an early hour on Sunday morning, 
so that it is now a law. In the Sen- 
ate one Democrat voted for the bill 
and two Republicans (Don Cameron 
and Van Wyck) against. 
In the 


House 16 Democrats voted in the 
affirmative and 1 V Republicans in the 
negative. 
The friends of the bill 


claim that it will reduce taxation to 
the amount of $70,000,000, but this 
can only be proven by the actual 
working of the new schedules. 
The 


Democrats opposed the bill because, 
as they alleged, it fails to reduce the 
duties on many articles, while the 
Eepublican opposition to the bill 
was based on the claim that it made 
ruinous reductions upon certain in- 
terests. 
With such a wide diversity 


of opinion as to the merits of the 
new tariff law it will be difficult for 
the ordinary mind to 
determine 


whether it is a wholesome measure 
or not, as nothing short of its prac- 
tical workings will prove its title to 
popular approval, or the reverse. 
But whether the bill be a vicious one 
or not in its nature, the country will 
breathe easier to know that the mat- 
ter is decided, for the present, at 
least, and business will speedily 
adapt itself to the requirements of 
the new law. 
If the public could 


only rest secure in tb.5 belief that the 
tariff would not be tampered with 
again for a decade, it would 
not 


make much difference in the long 
run if some particular interest did 
happen to suffer in some slight de- 
gree from the provisions of the pres- 
ent law. What the country dreads, 
and what makes businessmen ner- 
vous, is tho fact that the average 
congressman is at best but a tinker, 
and that the industries of the peo- 
ple are at ain time liable to disturb- 
ance through the efforts of a score 
or two of these tinkeis to change the 
existing order of things. The great 
noed of tho United States to-day is n 
greater degree of stability in those 
laws which 
affect economic ques- 


tion^ 
\Vn would bo better off even 


with a defective law. if it wore sta- 


ble, 
than with 
a succession 
of 


rhiingps from bad to good, and then 
from good to indifferent, with a 
gieat likelihood of getting back to 
tho bad again. Business can snc- 
cood iu adapting itself to a moder- 
ately bad law, but it can never ac- 
custom itself to the kaleidoscopic 
changes that soom to be so dear to 
the average congressman's heart. 


Our. neighbor of the Herieic has 


found a fresh source of comfort in a 
report (which bears iipon its face ev- 
idence of its dubiousness) to the ef- 
fect that Public Printer Bounds has 
been detected in crooked practices in 
the conduct of his office. 
This re 


port, which our pure-ininded neigh- 
bor rolls under bis tongue like a 
aweet morsel, accuses Mr. Bounds of 
a system of the most clumsy pecula- 
tions, such os would be a disgrace to 
any man with any character for 
shrewdness. 
If the public printer 


wants to enrich himself from the 
coffers of the government he can 
doubtless find ways for the accom- 
plishment of his purpose that would 
be loss certain of discovery than the 
awkward methods of which the Re- 
cjcic professes to believe him guilty. 
To paraphrase the epigrammatic ex- 
pression which our neighbor once 
applied to another individual, Mr. 
Bounds "may be a knave, but he is 
no fool." 
It is a little remarkable, 


however, that the mourning of the 
Review and its Democratic exchanges 
over the sinful practices of public 
officials has only Bepublican trans- 
gressors in view. 
When these guar- 


dians of the public morals want to 
be particularly loud in their lamen- 
tations over tho decline of official 
virtue they are sure to raise the howl 
over some Bepublican office-holder, 
and in order to made their grief the 
more impressive they ejaculate be- 
tween their sobs, ''We always told 
you it was a moral impossibility for 
a man to mingle with modern federal 
officials without becoming contami- 
nated." Bnt when these professional 
mourners " get it in their own dish," 
so to speak—when a Democratic 


state treasurer skips out with a few 
hundred thousand, they have no 
homilies to deliver, and from their 
failure to indulge in 
lachrymose 


demonstrations one would be led to 
suppose that they look upon Demo- 
ocratic thieving with a much less de- 
gree of horror than is wont'1 to lacer- 
ate their feelings when the stealing 
is done by a Bepublican. 
Suppose 


our neighbor should vary his tune 
for once, and givo ns a touch upon 
another string—the pi-oneness of 
Democratic state officials to specu- 
late with the public funds entrusted 
to their care—and as he has deduced 
from the premises which he goes 
over so often the theory that it is a 
moral impossibility for a Republican 
to hold office in "Washington with- 
out contamination, probably he will 
also be able to formulate a rule as to 
the evil influences which surround 
state treasurers in Democratic state 
capitals.

The Effect of Tile Draining. 


EDITORS 
REPUBLICAN:—As I am 


frequently asked about tile-draining 
I thought I would, with your per- 
mission, speak through your paper. 
I have an experience of eight years 
in tile draining, and can say I think 
no investment will pay farmers so 
well. A farmer having 80 acres of 
common level land, if he has no 
money, hud better sell 40 of it and 
tile the other 40. Then he would 
have half the taa. to pay, half the 
plowing, seeding and harvesting to 
do, and one year with another, he 
would have more grain. I have been 
farming in this country 25 years, 
and know whereof I speak. I am 
only speaking of the failures that 
come from wet seasons; but corn 
will grow better in a dry season 
right on a tile drain than any other 
place in the field. I have a 40-acre 
field that is tiled all over; there is 
an 8-inch tile drain through near 
tho middle, and then the arras come 
in on both sides—the arms are about 
five rods apart. 
It is a common lev- 


el field, and had been farmed 30 
years after the old water and mud 
system. 
In the spring of 1882 
I 


put in over 1100 rods of tile on this 
tract, at a cost of §17.50 per acre. 
Now the question is, will it pay ? 
It was put in corn in 1882, and 
made CO bushels per acre on an av- 
erage. I am well satisfied it would 
not have made over 30 bushels per 
acre without the tile. 
I have 30 


bushels per acre in consequence of 
the tile, and if I can get 58 cents per 
bushel for the corn it will about pay 
for the tiling the first year; and then 
the land is'good every year without 
any expense in that line. I will say 
that, wet as the spring of 1882 was, 
we could have planted corn on that 
40 acre tract one or two days in any 
week between the 1st of April and 
the 1st of June.

Interesting Items rom Florida—Cost of 


Living There. 


The following interesting statements 


are taken from a letter written by Uncle 
David Espy at St. Augustine, Florida, on 
Feb. 28tb, directed to hi? brother, Mr, 
Josiah Espy, of this city: "1 am glad to 
say health is improving. This is a most 
delightful climate. Whilst you were 
hav- 


ing snow storms, n-e and Hoods north, we 
had May arid June weather. Tuesday of 
this week the thermometer was at 50 de- 
grees, this morumg at -10 degrees, nt 
uoon to-day at G3. Back of this for over 
five weeks it was uot below GO at any 
time: several days as high as 80. Lots 
ot summer hats and coats worn, and some 
ladies in white dresses. Vegetation has 
been coming on wonderfully. The mar- 
ket is well supplied with cabbage, tur- 
nips, beets, radishes, peas, &e. Green 
beans and ripe tomatoes are brought from 
further south. I have seen potatoes in 
blossom, sweet potatoes growing, corn 
six inches high, and f>o matty beautiful 
roses of all shades and colors. I do wish 
yen could all seo them. Many of the 
oraagc trees are now out in bloom. The 
bloom is a milk-white—\ery sweet per- 
fume. Most kinds of marketing are high 
here, except oysters and fish. Butter is 
40 cents, egga 40 to 50 cents; strawber- 
ries are down to GO cents per quart, and 
all gobbled up soon for the visitors; su- 
gar about the same as in Decatur; mo 
lasses and coffee somo cheaper; Irish 
potatoes 82 per bushel; sweet potatoes 75 
to 80 cents; flour from $7 to 810 per bar- 
rel. 
The schools open at 9 o'clock, have 


a recess, nnd close Cor the day at 2 o'clock.

I was busy sending out or- 
ders to stop recruiting, the purchase 
of supplies and to muster out the ar- 
my. Lincoln had promised to go to 
the theater, and wanted me to go 
with him.

Early Days of Illinois Railroads. 


Mr. W. K. Akerman, president of 


the Illinois Central railway, has giv- 
en an address beforo the Chicago 
Historical Society on "Early Illinois 
Railways." It seems that the first 
mention of railways in the state stat- 
utes was in 1831, when an act was 
passed for a canal and railway in St. 
Clair county. It was in 1851 that 
the legislature enacted a bill to aid 
iu building the Illinois Central. The 
road was finished in 1856. In 1852 
there were but ninety-five miles of 
railway in Illinois; now there are 
over 13,000.miles,'with 1400,000,000 
of property, and the companies em- 
ploy directly 50,000 men.

John Wentworth stated that the 
man (himself) who had voted.for the 
law in congress granting land aid to 
tho Illinois Central Railroad, the 
man who had built the road, the

Sundry Civil, the last upon which an 
agreement wns reached in conference, 
received the president's signature at 
10 o'clock this morning.

10,070 bills and joint resolutions 
have beon introduced in tho two 
.houses. la ouch house u great ma- 
jority of thesp measures still remain 
with tho committees to which they 
wore referred, and of those reported 
from tho committees, u larger num- 
ber remain upon the calendars of the 
ro&pectivo houses. 
Aside from the 


regular annual appropriation bills, 
10:5 bills and joint resolutions passed 
both houses during this session and 
beconin laws. 


\Vhilo tho proMsions of tho uct "to 


reduce tho revenue" yo into effect 
generally ou and after July I, 1S83, 
an exception is made iu respect to 
tho tariff duties on sugar, which take 
effect Juno 1, and- the internal rev- 
onuo provisions relating to tho reduc-

At 13:15 tho family was called in. 


After breathing almost imperceptibly 
a few moments, he died without the 
slightest tremor. 


The news of his death created the 


profonndost sensation, as he was not 
known to bo so near death's door. 
To-day the remains lay in state in 
the executive mansion 
and were 


viewed by 20,000 people. 


The remains will lie in state at the 


capitol, commencing to-morrow, until 
tho burial Wednesday or Thursday.
